New Mexico and voting around 
the state was described as light 
to moderate.

freedom in 22 months, the tall,

militant said she 


hadn't made any firm decision 
about the future. 


Miss Allan said the telegrams 


of congratulations from across 
the nation and throughout the 
world far outnumbered the hate 
calls and death threats. 


One telegram came from San 


Quentin inmate Helta Drumgo, 
one of the two surviving Sole- 
dad Brothers.

and comrade. Anticipated victo- 
ry.

Catholic Church in McLean, 
Va., the Washington suburb 
where Kennedy's widow and 
children live, and by Msgr. 
Geno C. Baroni, director of the 
National Center for Urban Af- 
fairs in Washington. 


Some 15,000 people did their

surance in 1971-the first year of 
no-fault insurance. 


The court upheld Monday an 


order by state Insurance Com- 
missioner John G. Ryan that 
the companies make such a re- 
bate. At the time he ordered 
the companies to set aside a 
special reserve of 35 per cent of 
the premiums earned on com- 
pulsory insurance in 1971. 


No-fault,initially applicable 


only to bodily injury coverage, 
went into effect in Massachu- 
setts in January 1971. The legis- 
lature has since extended the 
no-fault principle to property 
damage automobile insurance. 


Last December, at the same 


time he ordered the companies 
to establish the 35 per cent re- 
serve, Ryan announced 
that 


premium rates for bodily injury 
coverage in 1972 would be re- 
duced by 27.6 per cent. 


In its unanimous opinion, the

June 15-18. 


Snead, who turned 60 nine 


days ago, had five bogeys on 
the front nine and his second 
round. But even with that, he 
would have managed to qualify 
if he was able (o par the back 
nine. Instead, he bogyed the 
17th, 
then three-putted for a 


double bogey on the par four, 
423-yard 18th. 


The temperature was in the 


high 80s on this hot, muggy 
day, but Snead refused to use 
that as an excuse. 


"I had no excuses," he de- 


clared, after flopping down on 
a bench in the scorer's tent. "I 
just played badly. I've played 
36 holes in one day before." 


So for Snead, the U.S. Open

Old Desk Yields 
Look At Past

BLYTHEVILLE, Ark. (AP) 


— Complaints about roads and 
streets are not new. 


O.S. Rollison, a Blytheville 


businessman, was rummaging 
through a rolltop desk recently 
when he discovered a letter 
voicing complaints about roads. 
The letter was dated April 24, 
1904. 


A name that looks like S. S. 


Buford (the ink has faded) is 
signed to a letter addressed 
from Paragould to "messrs. 
Mahan and Satterfield, Blythe- 
ville, Ark." 


The letter reads: 
"Dear Sirs, 
"Enclosed please find check 


for $3.50 for feed bill to 25th. 


"Please let me know how the 


roads are over there now. Can 
a man get around to work that 
country any better than when, I 
was there. 


"With best wishes, yours tru- 


ly, S. S. Buford." 


Bufford's note was penned on 


stationery bearing an imprint 
of the Hotel Amberg in Para- 
gould. 


The stationery advised the 


potential hotel user that the 
Amberg is "opposite depot, 
first class accomodations." and 
boasts of "special 
attention 


shown commercial 
travelers, 


rates $2.00 per day."

In the same desk, Rollison 


uncovered a penny postcard. 
The one-cent stamp bearing 
Ben Franklin's face is still 
glued to the card. 


The 
card 
was 
addressed 


"Tom W. Jackson, City" and is 
a card promoting the financial 
virtues of the late Bank of 
Blytheville. 


The card's front, in color, 


bears a calendar dated May, 
1911, and displays an interior 
shot of the bank and a likeness 
of a man opening a purse al- 
lowing his coins to fly away. 


Indicative of what many con- 


sider a more elaborate era of 
advertising jargon, the card re- 
minds the receiver: "Money 
has Wings, Cash in the purse 
takes wings and escapes...but 
the price of money is toil and 
sacrifice..." 


The bank listed its capital 


and surplus at $46,000, hardly a 
sum that would startle today's 
banking magnates. 


And closer to our own day, 


the desk contained an electric 
service bill from Ark-Mo Power 
Company addressed to Bethel 
A.M.E. Church, 414 W. Ash, 
Blytheville. 


The bill was dated May 12, 


1949 and advised the church its 
bill for the preceding month 
was the grant total of $1.94 for 
32 killowatt hours.

Dr. Dennis was introduced by 


John L. Wilson, local attorney, 
who is a trustee of the Univer- 
sity. Several years back Dr. 
Dennis left the university to 
become Dean of the medical 
school for the University of 
Oklahoma but returned to 
Arkansas in 1970 to head the 
entire medical school program 
at Little Rock. 


The speaker said that the 


medical school in Little Rock 
was many things to many people 
because the school offers courses 
in pharmacy, dentistry, nursing, 
research and other fields as well 
as medicine. 


In addition there is a three 


hundred plus bed hospital where 
students are trained and the 
hospital serves many people who 
cannot afford private hospital 
care. 


Dr. Dennis stated that the 


medical profession was very 
demanding and only students 
with the best scholastic records 
could be accepted. Last year 111 
students were accepted from 226 
applicants. He said that about 
one third usually come from the 
University of Arkansas and the 
balance from other colleges and 
universities. 


He discussed specialization 


versus general practice and 
recognized the need for more 
general practice, M.D.s.

Mail Rates 
Protested

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Postal Rate Commission has 
approved about $1.5 billion in 
increased mail rates, most of 
which have been in effect on a 
temporary 
basis since May 


1971. 


The effect 
for most mail 


users will be to make per- 
manent the 8-cent cost of mail- 
ing a letter, and 11 cents for 
air-mail letters unless the Post- 
al Service Board of Governors 
rejects the rate schedule, an 
action viewed as unlikely. 


Nevertheless, the new rate 


proposals drew immediate criti- 
cism from magazine publishers 
and other mailers who use sec- 
ond-class rates on a broad 
scale. 


The commission says it has 


substantially cut the temporary 
rates the partially-independent 
Postal Service proposed for the 
publishers and for users of the 
third-class mail. 


Within 30 days the board of 


governors is expected to act on 
the proposals which the com- 
mission says will save publish- 
ers $21.8 million annually over 
the temporary rates. They ex- 
pire in 30 days. 


The 
commission 
replaces 


Congress as the rate-setting 
body under the 1970 Postal 
Reorganization Act, an attempt 
to put the service on its feet 
and end recurring deficits. 


For second-class mail, the 


commission 
recommended 
a 


1.6-cent-per-piecerate instead 
of the 1.9-cent cost put into ef- 
fect by the Postal Service tem- 
porarily last year. 


In New York, Andrew Heis- 


kell, chairman of the board of 
Time, 
Inc., which publishes 


Time and Life magazines, said 
the new rates "will drive a 
number of magazines out of 
business, force others to cut 
circulation and therefore de- 
crease the flow of information 
throughout the country." 


The temporary rates by law 


expire 30 days after the Rate 
Commission issues its findings. 
The governors of the Postal 
Service have four alternatives. 
They can approve the commis- 
sion's rates, reject them, modi- 
fy them or permit them to go 
into effect under protest.
